In 1975, the administration of Fort Wayne Bible College was looking to the future. Under the leadership 
of President Timothy Warner and Director of Public Relations, Robert Weyeneth; an application was 
made to the Federal Communications Commission for a radio station. 


Mr. Mike Heuberger, an experienced radio pioneer from Minnesota, was hired to lead the venture. 
Numerous “dessert coffees” were held to raise the $100,000 needed so that WBCL could begin debt free. 
On January 12, 1976; WBCL Radio signed on the air. 


The 50,000 watt station, broadcasting at 90.3 fm WBCL was the first full-time Christian radio station in 
Fort Wayne. It was also the first 50,000 watt station north of Indianapolis. The station served a large 
radius of listeners from Fort Wayne to Van Wert on the east, to Warsaw on the west, to Angola on the 
north and to Hartford City on the south. Tower space was rented on a tower on Coliseum Boulevard. 


College officials requested the call letters WBCR for “Bible College Radio”, but those call letters were 
not available. WBCL became an excellent alternative as it provided the slogan “We Broadcast Christ’s 
Love.” 


WBCL began with two full-time employees and four part-time employees in the lower level of the Fort 
Wayne Bible College’s administration/classroom building on the south side of Rudisill Boulevard. Today 
there are over 25 employees. 


Programming included Christian music from a large library of long-playing albums. Teaching and 
preaching programs were received on reel-to-reel tapes from national speakers. Over the years, LPs were 
replaced by CDs, but ultimately all music and programs were computerized. 


Char Binkley, instructor at Fort Wayne Bible College, joined the staff part-time to host a daily radio talk 
show. Topics of interest were discussed via local panelists and national authors. What began as a 25 
minute program soon was increased to a 55-minute program to allow time for listener phone 
participation. 


For many years, WBCL produced a children’s show, Kids” Kaleidoscope, which aired on Saturday 
mornings. Outgrowths of that radio show were such community activities as WBCL’s hosting of a 
Fishing Derby at Franke Park and a Peanut Hunt on the Fort Wayne Bible College campus. 


In 1978, the radio station began sponsoring A Day Away for Ladies, featuring speakers and workshops 
on pertinent topics. Over thirty thousand women attended throughout the twenty years that A Day 
Away was held.Sponsoring concerts, hosting special events, and participating in community activities 
made it easy for listeners and air personalities to meet each other. One of the sadness days in the life of 
the station was on December 8 1995 when the station’s beloved morning announcer, Jeff Carlson, was 
killed instantly in a car crash. 


In 1981, M&R Enterprises built a new 500 foot tower on Butler Road in Fort Wayne. They rented space 
to WBCL at $1 a year for twenty years before selling the tower to WBCL and gifting the five acres to 
the radio station. 


By 1986, the radio station had outgrown its space in the administration/classroom building and needed a 
home of its own. Dedicated listeners pledged $600,000 during the two-day on-air fundraiser to build the 
6,000 foot facility. On June 1, 1997, the new state-of-the-art studios and offices were occupied on the 
southwest edge of the campus on Rudisill Boulevard. Included was a broadcast studio for the Mid- 
Morning talk show which allowed room for a studio audience. 


In the early 1990’s a 20,000 watt station was added in Northwest Ohio with a tower in Archbold. In 
1997, a 6,000 station was added near Lima, Ohio. A translator was later added in Muncie Indiana and 
Adrian, Michigan, and with these addition, the name became the WBCL Radio Network. 


In 1992, Fort Wayne Bible College (with it’s name changed to Summit Christian College) merged with 
Taylor University of Upland, Indiana and the ownership of the WBCL Radio Network was transferred to 
Taylor University. 


In 1998, WBCL launched its website, streaming its programming 24/7 around the world. 
In 2004, WBCL erected a 700 foot tower at the Butler Road site to replace the aging 500’ tower. This 
increased the coverage area to north of Angola and to the west of Shipshewana. Again faithful listerers 


underwrote the $320,00 cost of the tower so it could be erected debt free. 


The WBCL Radio network is non-commercial, supported by its listeners. An annual fundraiser, known 
as Sharathon, is held each January. Listeners pledge donations to cover the annual expenses of the 


station. The first Sharathon goal for WBCL was $65,000 and as the network has expanded, the goal has 
grown to $1,800,000 annually and is now named SHARE rather than Sharathon. 


The WBCL Radio network has won numerous awards including the National Religious Broadcaster’s 
(NRB) Radio Station ofthe Year, NRB Radio News Station ofthe Year, and Indiana Medium Market Radio 
News Station of the year.
